Authority and policies re formal adv. , negotiation, types of 
contracts, advance payments, and joint procurement 

CNO-CNM Act (5 USC 423a) Mar. 5, 1948 

Authority and duties of CNO and CNM; latter to coordinate 
and direct "policies of procurement, contracting, and 
production of material"

plant seizure (until July 9, 1951, by Act of 6/30/50)

Authorizes national industrial reserve of plants, machine 
tools, etc,; "National Security Clause"

Council of Economic A dvisers (in the Executive Office of the 
President). Economic aspects of Federal policy, legislation, 
and defense mobilization. Chairman: Leon H. Keyserling. 

Off ice of Defense Mobilization (in the Executive Office of the 
President). Overall direction, control, and coordination of all 
mobilization activities. Director: Charles E, Wilson, Defense 
Mobilization Board: Director (Chairman); Secretaries of Defense, 
Treasury, Interior, Commerce, Agriculture, and Labor; 

Chairmen of RFC, Board of Governors of Federal Reserve 
System, NSRB; Administrators of ESA and DPA.
